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TBI  BANKING  SYSTEM 


No  institutions  in  the  Dominion,  to  the  samr 
extent  as  the  banks.,  have  been  subjected  in 
recent  years  to  such  a  flood  of  misinformed  com- 
ment and  actual  misrepresentation-  Outside  of 
those  engaged  actively  in  the  banking  business 
very  few  people  know  anything  about  finan- 
cial operations.  Banking,  indeed,  Is  a  lifetime 
study,  and  yet  the  merest  tyro  in  finance,  the- 
politiclan  of  an  hour,  a  minister  of  the  Gospel, 
whose  training  lies  along  entirely  different  lines, 
again  and  again  have  the  effrontery  to  attempt 
1  to  dissect  banking  and  to  revile  methods  of  which 

they  know  little  or  nothing. 

Recently  Mr.  James  Muir,  Oeneral  Inspector  of 
the  Bank  of  Canada,  gave  an  address  to  the  Ad- 
vertising Club  of  Montreal.  He  told  of  the  pur- 
poses of  banking  in  plain  terms.  For  banking  to 
make  profits  It  is  necessary  to  lend  money,  "and," 
he  said,  "if  anyone  wishes  to  have  you  believe  that 
banks  object  to  this,  please  contradict  him,  be- 
cause, as  you  can  see,  it  Is  absolutely  fundamental 

is  equally  necessary,  however,  that  loans  should 
be  made  with  reasonable  certainty  that  the  pro- 

 reeds  win  be  repaid.  That  is  a  first  principle  of 

sound  banking  and  the  safeguard  of  the  deposi- 
tors and  shareholders.  The  proponents  of  unse- 
cured credit  take  a  different  viewpoint.  They 
*- '■  claim  that  banks  withhold  credit  from  those  who 
are  entitled  to  it  and  so  Impose  restrictions  on 
industry  and  commerce.  Banks  would  be  untrue 
to  their  trust  If  they  gave  credits  where  the 
security  was  bad  or  did  not  exist.  They  must  lend, 
however,  and  see  that  the  loans  are  returned.  If 
they  did  not  do  this  they  would  deliberately  limit 
the  field  of  profitable  banking  service. 

No  bank  will  ever  let  a  good  loan  go  a-begging. 
Mr.  Muir  points  out  that  the  banks  are  owned 
by  the  shareholders,  of  whom  there  are  nearly 
50,000  in  Canada,  with  average  holdings  of  less 
than  thirty  shares.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
owners  are  women  and  estates,  the  beneficiaries 
of  the  latter  being  children  The  shareholders 
elect  directors,  who  do  not  own,  personally,  more 
than  a  fraction  of  the  total  shares  outstanding, 
and  the  directors  hold  office  only  as  long  as  they 
retain  the  confidence  of  the  shareholders.  Those 
who  arc  really  Informed  about  the  banking  busi- 
ness realize  what  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  owed  to 
the  executive  officers  of  the  chartered  banks.  As 
Mr.  Muir  says,  "they  are  men  of  old-fashioned 
honesty,  serious  men,  Jealous  of  their  own  repu- 
tation and  that  of  the  banks,  and  jealous  of  the 
reputation  and  credit  of  Canada."  Moreover,  he 
says  that  they  are  profoundly  conscious  of  their 
responsibility  towards  millions  of  Canadians 
whose  savings  are  entrusted  to  them. 

There  arc  5.000,000  deposit  accounts  in  Cana- 
dian banks.  This  Is  the  expression  of  public  con- 
fidence In  these  institutions  and  Indicates  the 
responsibility  that  belongs  to  he  cusodlans  of  the 
great  sums  involved.  Mr.  Muir  points  out  that  in 
putting  this  money  to  use  It  Is  necessary  that  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  depositors'  funds  must 
be  kept  on  hand  In  actual  cashfor  the  day-to-day 
requirements  of  the  depositors  themselves,  and  a 
further  portion  must  be  invested  in  securities 
which  are  readily  saleable.  Moreover,  he  shows 
that  the  banks  are  not  permitted  by  law  to  lend 
to  the  long-term  borrower,  since  they  are  commer- 
cial insitutlons  and  must  function  as  such.  It  Is 
because  of  this  law  that  Canadian  banks  have 
not,  under  stress,  had  to  close  their  doors  like  so 
many  banks  in  other  countries  whose  assets  have 
become  frozen. 

The  last  record  of  the  taxes  paid  by  banks 
showed  that  a  sum  of  $8,500,000  was  handed  over 
to  Federal,  Provincial  and  municipal  Govern- 
ments. It  Is  to  be  noted  that  banks  are  providers 
of  much  employment  and  purchasers  of  supplies 
of  various  kinds  in  a  large  way.  The  branch 
banking  system  in  the  Dominion  Is  one  of  the 
•  most  elaborate  In  any  country,  and  the  vast 
majority  of  transactions  take  place  through  these 
facilities.  Well-informed  people  are  fully  aware 
that  the  business  of  banks  is  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Bank  Act,  legislation  designed 
to  provide  every  safeguard  possible  to  all  con- 
cerned, and  more  especially  to  protect  the  de- 
positors' money  and  sec  that  it  is  not  made  the 
plaything  of  cranks. 


A  citizen  of  substantial  merit,  rich  in  character 
and  of  a  most  kindly  disposition  is  gone  in  the 
passing  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Wolfenden.  He  was  well 
known  to  old-timers,  who  held  him  in  high 
respect,  and  also  to  more  modern  dwellers  in  the 
city,  for  up  to  a  few  months  ago  he  had  been 
actively  engaged  In  the  land  and  Investment 
business.  To  be  a  friend  of  Mr.  Wolfenden's  was 
a  privilege,  and  it  was  one  In  which  a  wide  circle 
of  people  shared.  All  who  knew  him  recognized 
his  possession  of  sterling  characteristics,  his 
evenness  of  temperament,  his  urbanity  and  the 
sincerity  of  his  counsel  and  advice. 

A  philanthropist  by  the  very  nature  of  the 
kindly  character  with  which  he  was  endowed,  he 
was  the  author  of  many  deeds  of  good  during  his 
long  residence  here.  It  was  not  alone  In  his 
private  relationships  that  this  quality  of  mercy 
towards  his  fellows  was  evident,  for,  as  well,  he 
had  Identified  himself  actively  with  the  cause  of 
the  Protestant  Orphanage  and  also  with  the 
Esqulmalt  Friendly  Help  Association.  Such  a 
citizen  will  be  keenly  missed,  for  he  was  of  that 
type  that  is  a  credit  to  any  community.  The 
deepest  sympathy  will  go  out  from  the  legion  of 
his  friends  to  his  widow  and  children,  his  sisters 
and  his  brothers. 


There  Is  an  historic  expression  that  out  of 
Africa  there  is  always  something  new.  Miss 
Mabel  Shaw  has  written  of  some  "improvements" 
introduced  into  the  game  of  football  in  Rhodesia. 
It  appears  that  there  is  no  petty  partizanship 
either  among  the  players  or  the  spectators.  The 
registering  of  a  goal  means  the  stopping  of  the 
game  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  while  all  celebrate 
The  normal  time  of  a  match  Is  five  hours,  so  that 
the  spectators  get  full  value  for  their  money. 
Moreover,  all  matches  are  draws,  on  the  assump 
tion  that  there  Is  no  knowing  which  side  might 
score  again  were  the  game  continued  Indefinitely 
In  commenting  on  this  attitude,  The  London 
Times  says:  "To  make  a  fetish  of  the  final  blow 
of  the  whistle  and  to  pretend  that  something 
definite  has  happened,  and  that  a  superiority 
has  been  asserted,  are  reaches  of  superstition  in 
which  the  African  scorns  to  be  seen." 


Bret  Harte  wrote  some  humorous 
verses  about  the  peculiarities  of  the 
Chinese.  Other  nationalities  also 
have  their  peculiarities.  The  Eng- 
lish are  also  a  peculiar  people.  The 
Irbh  people  and  the  Scotch  people 
are  peculiar,  but  their  peculiarities 
are  quite  different  from  the  pecu- 
liarities of  the  English  people.  The 
people  of  all  nationalities  have 
their  peculiarities,  but,  we  submit, 
the  peculiarities  of  the  English  are 
unique.  Kipling  wrote  some  verses 
exhorting  the  English  people  not  to 
forget.  There  are  some  nationali- 
ties which  cannot 
might  cite  instances  of  this  racial 

Uarity,  but  refrain 
might  give  offence 
state,  that  if  other  people  were  as 
ready  to  forget  as  the  English  there 
would  be  greater  unity  in  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  than  there  is  today. 
•    •  • 

Of  all  the  people  engaged  in  the 
Oreat  War  the  English  are  the  only 
people  who  have  forgotten  the 
actions  of  the  Oermans  In  that  con- 
flict and  have  practically  offered  to 
shake  hands  with  the  Oermans  and 
tell  them  they  have  forgotten  all 
about  the  past  and  suggesting  the 
advisability  of  resuming  the  old 
friendly  relations.  A  few  days  ago 
we  happened  to  read  an  account  of 
the  execution  of  Edith  Cavell.  of 
how  the  English  nurse  fell  in  a 
swoon  when  she  faced  a  firing 
squad,  and  of  how  a  German  officer 
drew  his  revolver  and  shot  her 
through  the  head  when  she  was  ly- 
ing prostrate

OBSCURE  POLITICAL  THEORIES 


Some  novelists  are  hlRhly  successful  in  deline- 
ating the  features,  mental  and  moral,  of  ascertain 
type  of  Individual  whose  lot  has  beeh  unhappily 
cast  among  people  who  do  not  appreciate  his,  or 
her.  admirable  qualities.  As  a  consequence  the 
"misunderstood"  individual  is  apt  to  retire  within 
himself,  to  think  of  himself  more  highly  than  he 
ought  to  think,  to  become  egocentric  and  perhaps 
overbearing  In  his  manners.  Characters  of  this 
kind  are  not  confined  to  Imaginative  fiction.  They 
are  to  be  found  in  actual  life,  in  the  nursery,  in 
the  school,  in  otherwise  happy  homes,  In  society. 
Indeed  almost  everywhere.  . 

Even  in  tho  domain  of  politics  this  type  of  mind 
is  not  without  Its  representatives.  The  people  of 
Canada  have  heard  of  politico-economic  doctrines 
of  a  very  "advanced"  quality,  preached  and  pro- 
mulgated by  men  who  regard  themselves  as 
moralists  and  Intellectuallsts  of  a  very  superior 
brand.  They  arc  very  sure  of  themselves  and  of 
their  doctrines.  They  declare  tJiat  those  wfea 
hear  and  accept  these  doctrines  arc  the  very  elite 
of,  the  nation.  Naturally,  too.  those  who  are  not 
Inrpressed  by  the  new  teaching  are  described  as 
y,nappreclativc,  unintelligent,  and  even  stupid. 
•  The  oft-repeated  assertion  of  the  Socialist,  and 
the  same  Is  true  of  the  advocate  of  Social  Credit, 
is  that  he  has  been  misunderstood  by  his  unap- 
preciatlvc  fellow-clthtens.

they  were  potting  at  each  other  or 
resting  in  the  billets.

This  is  an    English  peculiarity 

which  the  French  people  cannot 
understand,  and  which  people  who 
are  not  French  have  some  diffi- 
culty in  understanding.  The  people 
of  France  cannot  understand  the 
attitude  of  the  people  of  England 
towards  the  Germans,  because  they 
say  the  Oermans  have  not  forgot- 
ten that  but  for  the  decision  of  the 
British  to  enter  the  Great  War 
Germany  would  have  won  and  her 
ambition  of  world  domination  would 
have  been  realized.  The  French 
further  say  that  the  ambition,  of  the 
KaLser  is  the  ambition  of  the  dic- 
tator; that  Germany  having 
scrapped  all  treaties  forced  upon 
her  in  the  day  of  defeat  and  humil- 
iation, has  been  steadily  organizing 
and  arming  and  getting  ready  for 
another  test.  While  most  . of  the 
other  great  nations  have  been  or- 
ganising for  peace,  she  has  been  or- 
ganizing for  another  war  and  for 
taking  by  force  of  arms  and  gases 
a  dominating  place  in  the  sun, 
and  her  rulers  are  chuckling  at  the 
thought  of  the  peculiar  simplicity 
of  the  English  people
